BUREAU REPORT FOR MARCH 1961 


March activity at the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, Washington, 
D, C. centered principally around the 1954 Liberty regulars, with moderaie 
action in the commemorative area. Two plates for the Kansas Statehood 
4c were sent to press during the month, along with several of the Liberties. 

Numerous old plates were canceled, including several for the Balloon 
Jupiter and Pan-American airmail commemoratives. Excepting four 
plates which were never sent to press, each of the remaining 37 on the 
canceled list had more than 105,000 impressions run off.

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It isn’t often that ‘2lks look inside 
an envelope unless an accompanying 
note, for instance, states, ‘‘you will 
find eur check’’, or “here is a val- 
uable stamp with my compliments”’, 
etc. However, it might be to your 
advantage to scan the inside of your 
Pony Express stamped envelopes. 

This advice is brought on by a 
note, and sample, of that piece of 
stationery mailed by Paul B. Stev- 
ens, 126 Wing St., Newark, Ohio. 

As far as I know, and according 
to Post Office Department news re- 
leases, the interior, without excep- 
tion, is to have a light blue color 
to provide an opaqueness. 

Mr. Stevens’ sample is white as 
the driven snow—as we northern- 
ers are wont to put it. I mean it’s 
white where it should be blue—it’s 
white on both sides! Says he— 

“This issue of the white paper was 
found by me as I was cutting some 
corners from some torn envelopes 
and did not notice that the backing 
was a plain white instead of the 
standard blue until I cut it off of 
the envelope. 

“It was received in a bundle with 
others by me from suppliers of used 
stamps and try as hard as I might 
I have not been able to find another 
example. I wondered whether you 
had seen or heard of this.”’ 

I have examined this cut square 
for any signs of chemical or other 
tampering. It gets a clean bill of 
health as far as change by the for- 
mer is concerned, and as for bleach- 
ing by light, I would say not inas- 
much as the stamp on the other 
side of the paper might have been 
affected. It is the same deep shade 
of brown as impressed stamps on 
the ‘‘blue-inside’’ envelopes. Some 
light bleaching, including sunlight, 
might have caused a brownness to 
the paper itself such as’ that of 
aging. This is not to be found, either. 

It. is quite possible that some- 
where, others exist—in the hands of 
the public or in the stocks of post 
offices. Should you be one of the 
lucky owners or finders, I’d appre- 
ciate your telling me. Give the de- 
tails of how you got your copy, in 
what quantity, where and when. 
Such data will ‘establish the legiti- 
macy of this item along with provid- 
ing figures as to its plentifulness or 
scarcity.

.The Post Office Department can 


‘| take heart. Its efforts to be kind to 


stamp-collector mail is greatly ap- 
preciated by our hobbyists. I re- 
ceived a large quantity of cards, 
notes and letters citing the fine co- 
operation and consideration of pos- 
tal personnel and postmaster. This 
was the result of the picturing in 
this column, on April 17, of the 16c 
Lincoln regular plate block which 
had been mutilated in a post office 
by a collector-hating lady window 
clerk. 

However, the reports weren’t all 
good. In a few isolated instances 
narrow-minded postal people were 
said to be going out of their ways 
to show their contempt for us ‘‘nuts’’, 
A reader in Springfield, Ohio com- 
plained— 

“At our post office they don’t 
even bother stamping so that the 
office can’t be identified. Com- 
plaints to our postmaster only make 
things worse. The more valuable the 
stamp, the filthier the cancellation. 
Besides, in a lot of cases, when 
‘cleanly cancelled stamps come from 
my parents abroad (Switzerland), 
they receive the thumbnail treat- 
ment here before delivery. 

“Over the years I’ve accumulated 
a cigarbox full of such stuff that my 
parents send by return mail. I once 
gave a batch of this material to a 
collector who built an entire ex- 
hibit of mutilated stamps. 





“There is no hope left for me as 


long as I live here to get clean 
covers for myself from corréspon- 
dence I carry on with my parents 
and friends abroad.” 

The experience of ruined covers 
from abroad was mine, too, for a 
number of months. In my case, they 
were rubbed face down on a dirty 
surface with the dirt ground in— 
there was no way of removing the 
black smudging by eraser or other- 
wise. It wasn’t all the foreign FDC’s 
which got that treatment; only those 
of certain countries. 

After I was certain that there was 
something irregular involved steps 
were taken toward rectification. 

One black, blustery night when the 
frightening somberness of the out- 
doors cowed even the most courag- 
eous of nature’s creatures to inac- 
tivity, I put on my deerstalker and 
heavy tweed cape for a walk on 
the lonely moors. 

I headed for my favorite path, 
one which required an alertness of 
foot and mind even by day, for it 
lay treacherously between a mur- 
derous, bottomless quicksand on the 
one side and a sheer drop of some 
hundreds of feet to sharp rock be- 
low, on the other. The wind, which 
had whipped itself into a tormented 
rage, howled its anger at the clouds 
which fled aimlessly before its 
wrath. 

It was in such an atmosphere that 
my mind was at its best. I cou- 
sidered the available facts, in turn 
weighing one possibility against the 
other, calling on logic when bizarre 
solutions presented themselves. I 
was sure that the desecration of my 
covers was not because of any per- 
sonal malice ‘the malefactor might 
have had. Else why would he choose 
only certain ones for his machina- 
tions and let others pass through 
his hands unharmed? 

I felt myself on firm ground be- 
lieving this the work of an individ- 
ual—one whose private lunacy went 
undetected—and most unnerving of 
all, a citizen of our community. 


When finally I had weighed such 
conclusions against the available 
facts and x-rayed them in the pene- 
trating light of reason, I once again 
became conscious of my surround- 
ings. The fury of. the wind must 
have .spent itself some hours ago 
for now all was calm. From the 
rim of the east the penetrating fin- 
gers of day were reaching out gath- 
ering the night’s darkness into ob- 
livion, 

On returning to my quarters I 
immediately dispatched a note to my 
good friend and colleague, Dr. 
Whatson. He has chronicled a few of 
my adventures from time to time, 
and has shared peril from some of 
the more violent of the prey we 
have stalked. Fortunately, his prac- 
tice was not too demanding at the 
time so that before I kad completed 
my morning toilette he had arrived. 
He joined me in a substantial and 
delightful breakfast. 


“Your note carried an air of ur- 
gency,” he said. ‘‘What is this about 
a postal madman?” 


Briefly as possible I informed him 
of the facts of the case and the 
conclusions drawn from them. I out- 
lined the steps we would take to 


vinced him that the closet was the 
place, for picking up a hammer-like 
metal cancelling device he advanced 
cautiously towards the door. 
Whatson and I were holding to it 
with all our might, but even so, 
after a gentle, probing twist of the 
knob, the strength of the devil must 
have entered his arms as he tore it 
from our grasp. Hate from the pits 
of hell gleamed from his eyes. With 
a filthy oath he sprang upon us.

PMG Day Outlines 
New July 1 Rates 


A general increase in United 
States postage rates on international 
mail, effective July 1, was announc- 
ed April 13, by Postmaster General 
J. Edward Day according to a re- 
cent Associatea Press dispatch from 
Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Day, asserting the Post Office 
Department is losing about $18,000,- 
000 per year on its international op- 
erations, estimated the changes will 
produce about $16,000,000 annually. 

There will be no increases on mail 
going to Canada, Mexico and the 
Canal Zone, which traditionally take 
the United States domestic rates. 

On the contrary, rates on some 
secondary classes of Canadian mail 
will go down slightly July 1 under 
a treaty announced in January. 
These drops in rates will also be ap- 

















plied to Mexico. 

Except for Canadian and Mexi- 
can destinations, surface letters to 
all countries will be increased from 
8c to llc for the first ounce, with 
each additional ounce costing 7c in- 
stead of the present 5c. 

The surface post card rate will be 
raised from 5 to 7c. 

The airmail letter rate to Ber- 
muda, Central America and _ the 
Caribbean area will be increased 
3c to 13c a half ounce, and the 
South American rate 5c to 15c a half 
ounce. The rate to St. Pierre and 
Miquelon, Newfoundland, will rise 
from 18c an ounce to 13¢ a half 
ounce. 

Present airmail letter rates to Eu- 
rope and Mediterranean Africa, at 
15c a half ounce, and to Asia, oth- 
er parts of Africa, Australia and the 
Pacific area, at 25c a half ounce, 
will remain unchanged. 

Airmail postal cards to St. Pierre 
and Miquelon will be increased from 
8 to lle each, and to all other 
countries from 10c to llc each. 

The Department announced it is 
abandoning a complex structure of 
more than 100 different internation- 
al surface parcel post rates in favor 
of greater uniformity. 

_ Thus, this class of mail going to 
North and Central America and the 
Caribbean area will have a rate 
of 80c for the first two pounds and

Three Johns’ because of their as- 
sociation with it during their life- 
times. The three men are known as 
among the greatest masters of the 
Spanish language in both Ecuador 
and all of Latin America, accounting 
for their use as symbols of Teachers 
Day. 

Juan Montalvo, born in 1832 is 
known as ‘The American Cervan- 
tes’? because he was the best Span- 
ish philologist of ali times. His 
best works are ‘‘Siete Tratados”’ 
(Seven Treaties), ‘‘Capitulos que se 
le olvidaron a Cervantes’’ (Chapters 
that Cervantes forgot) and ‘‘Catilin- 
arias’’. 

He was a great polemist, writer, 
newspaperman, and politician. He 
died in exile in Paris in 1899. 

Juan Leon Mera, also born in 
1832, was the author of the national 
anthem of Ecuador, and many vol- 
umes of prose and verse. His novel 
“Cumanda” is inmortal. He died 
in 1894. 

Juan Benigno Vela, born in 1843 
and known as “The Blind Vela” 
is called the Ecuadorian “Milton be- 
cause he was almost blind. He was 
a great poet, writer and politician, 
being elected to Congress as senator 
for the province of Tungurahua. 
A celebrated newspaperman, he 
died in 1920. 

The province Tungurahua_ was 
given that status by Congress in 
1860. It was named after the volcano 
Tungurahua 17,000 feet above sea 
level. This is an active volcano 
which has many eruptions. The lat- 
est in 1949 destroyed Ambato, the 
provincial capital.

Mining Congress 
Pair From Africa 


The British Embassy ir Washing- 
ton has announced that to mark the 
visit of the Seventh Commonwealth 
Mining and Metallurgical Congress 
to Rhodesia in May, the Federation 
of Rhodesia and Nyasaland will is- 
sue a set of 6d and 1/3 stamps 
May 8. They will remain on sale 
for ‘‘approximately two months”’, 

The adhesives will be photogra- 
vure printed in two colors each by 
Harrison and Sons, size 24 x 4042mm 
horizontal format. 

The 6d will show an underground 
scene with a miner operating a drill 
preparing the rock for blasting, 
while the 1/3 will depict a mining 
headgear and other surface installa- 
tions in which the crushing and con- 
centrating processes are carried out. 

The Embassy supplied background 
information as follows: The Seventh 
Commonwealth Mining and Metal- 
lurgical Congress, which is being 
held in Southern Africa April 10- 
May 20, is organized under the aus- 
pices of the Commonwealth Council 
of Mining and Metallurgical Insti- 
tutes. 

Organizers are the South African 
Institute of Mining and Metallurgy 
in the Union of South Africa, the 
Northern Rhodesia Section of the 
Institution of Mining and Metallurgy 
in Northern Rhodesia, and the South- 
ern Rhodesian Assn. of the Institu- 
tion of Mining and Metallurgy in 
Southern Rhodesia. About 400 dele- 
gates will attend. 

The constituent institutions of the 
Commonwealth Council comprise 
bodies from the United Kingdom, 
Australia, Canada, South Africa, and 
India, as well as the Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland.

EUROPA 1961 


Great Britain will play host Sep- 
tember 9-23 to the Conference of 
European Postal and Telecommuni- 
cations Administrations, and _ of 
course there will be British stamps 
for the occasion, They will be put 
on sale September 18. 

The Swiss have also announced 
Europa stamps for September 19, 
but other announcements are still 
lacking. Of course, the ‘‘six’’ 
(France, Germany, Italy, Belgium, 
Holland, Luxembourg) will have the 
annual series, but there is still some 
uncertainty as to whether the rest 
of the members of the CEPT will 
follow suit, 

The Scandinavians and the Iber- 
ians, the Turks and the Greeks, and 
all the other members of the Con- 
ference will probably issue a stamp 
or stamps, and it will once again 
be a mighty line-up of issues. Will 
they be in the same design? That 
is in the lap of the Gods. 

The Conference recommends, but 
it cannot of course bind its mem- 
bers to follow the-accepted version. 
Last year there was only one dis- 
senter—the Austrians—with Liech- 
tenstein as an ‘‘also-ran’”’, They are 
not members of the CEPT in their 
own right (being represented by 
Switzerland) but they were attract- 
ed by the sales revenue and of 
course their stamp ‘‘scored”’. 

Of all the releases, Liechtenstein’s 
was the one which turned up to be 
the sensational price-climber. This 
was not her fault; she had ordered 
plenty and delivered all the initial 
requirements, 

But the printers let things down, 
since the Swiss security control 
threw out about half the printing 
as being not up to the high stand- 
ard which the Federal Authorities 
demanded. 

Thus they were left with little 
more than the basic requirements 
for booked orders and were unable 
to fill later requests. This in its 
turn set up the panicky -price spi- 
ral, now standing at about $5 per 
stamp with a face value of 12%4c. 

No doubt with this in mind, the 
other authorities who are as yet 
uncommitted (Monaco, San Marino) | 
will have some pretty serious 
thoughts about the issue plans for 
1961 bearing the Europa events in 
mind. And Liechtenstein, the - first 
to break the magic barrier separat- 
ing the ‘‘genuine’’ CEPT members 
from the ‘‘also-rans’” will score a 
second sales success this autumn. 
Let us hope so, at any rate. 

I do not know what suggestions 
to make as to the shaping of these 
designs. Maybe we shall see some 
variation on the 19-spoke wheel 
with a 19-rayed star, a 19-petalled 
flower, or a map of the states in 
the Conference. 

Maybe the winning design will be 
British? In any event, it is pleasing 
to speculate—but fiendishly difficult 
for those planning first day covers 
and other mementoes of the occa- 
sion, 


Bulgarian Prices

to be labelled ‘political propaganda’, 
but none of it is. 

“The only way to discover pro- 
paganda is to open the literature 
and study it for subversive content. 
Of course, if the Russian packets 
are never opened, there would be 
no way to determine the content to 
be ‘political propaganda’.’”’ 

Not even first-class mail from 
the U.S. to Russia is delivered with- 
out being opened and examined in 
Moscow. Every piece of mail is 
read carefully for content. That 
which is approved is forwarded to 
the addressee. That which is not 
deemed in the Russian national in- 
terest is thrown into the trash. The 
U.S. mailer is not even notified 
that his mail will not be delivered. 
Much of the ‘‘pen-pal’’ mail sent 
by American youth to Russian teen- 
agers under the Washington-Moscow 
cultural exchange agreement is nev- 
er delivered in Russia, but all Rus- 
sian letters are delivered here. 

Our U.S. law extends to Commu- 
nist countries free second-class 
mailing privileges anywhere in our 
national territory. Section 226, Title 
39 of the U.S. Code provides these 
preferential postage rates “* . . .for 
the dissemination of information of 
a public character, er devoted to 


literature, the sciences, arts, or 
some special industry.” 
Never has any U.S. Government 


agency compiled for Congress a 
statement showing the total annual 
tonnage of incoming Communist 
propaganda distributed free, nor 
even an official guess of the total 
cost of this subsidy to the Kremlin’s 
“special industry’’ mail. 

“Does not common sense dictate 
the complete elimination of all post- 
al subsidies for Communist propa- 
ganda before American readers are 
taxed further for their own daily, 
weekly, or monthly publication?” 
Congressman Bow asks. 

“T think the flow of propaganda 
material into this country is a very 
serious matter, indeed,’’ said Chief 
Postal Inspector David H. Stephens 
before the Appropriations Commit- 
tee. (p. 162) “I am sure you know 
that the Government is limited as 
to what it can do to combat this 
influence with respect to denying 
use of the mails to the senders of 
this material . . .” 

The Supreme Court has ruled in 
several controlling cases that the 
doctrine of “clear and present dan- 
ger” from Red propaganda does 
not apply to mere advocacy ef Com- 
munist principles, but applies only 
when specific overt acts of sabo- 
tage, subversion, or revolution are 
at hand to offer ‘‘a clear and pres- 
ent danger” to the national security. 

Congressman John R. Pillion, of 
Lackawanna, N.Y.,- pressed Inspec- 
tor Stephens on the matter of in- 
coming Red propaganda. 

“Actually, if you had a great 
bundle of propaganda, no matter 
how vicious, coming from Red 
China or Moscow, and if I were 
to receive it in New York City or 





San Francisco and you attempted 





to investigate it, under the Supreme 
Court decision would you say you 
have the power to take that propa- 
ganda material away from me?” 


Inspector Stephens answered: “I 
would say in this country, No.” 
(p. 164). 

“So when we talk about using 
our law enforcement machinery to 
stop Communist propaganda, you 
are helpless, and your hands are 
tied completely under the decisions 
of the Supreme Court today; is that 
correct?” 

“That is correct,’ replied Chief 


. | Inspector Stephens, ‘‘and I might 
the local 4-5-6th grade pupils to 


say that living with it from day 
to day is a very frustrating ex- 
perience.” 


“Could this situation be corrected 
by legislation?’’ queried Congress- 
man Otto E. Passman, of Monroe, 
Louisiana, ‘‘or would it require a 
constitutional amendment to offset 
these rulings of the Supreme Court 
in order to give you power to seize 
this Communist propaganda?” 


This urgent question is now under 
crash study, both in the General 
Counsel’s Office in the Post Office, 
and by constitutional experts in the 
House and Senate. 

Meanwhile, the Kremlin’s youth- 
training literature continues to flow 
inward daily by the ton. 

At the same time the U.S.A., 
through its United States Informa- 
tion Agency, is spending an average 
of $110,000000 a year the world 
around in news, radio, library, and 
TV operations calculated to defeat 
Moscow’s unrelenting propaganda

Gronchi Flight Set 


. 7 ° 
Has Ramifications 

Italy has issued an unexpected 
trio of stamps to mark President 
Gronchi’s visit to the three Latin 
American countries of Argentina, 
Uruguay and Peru, according to P. 
Ostrow of Burlington, Vt. 

A single design by R. Mura was 
used for all three values, but sepa- 
rate plates were apparently pre- 
pared. Each stamp shows a map 
of Western Europe, Africa and South 
America, and each _ has Italy 
marked off on it in heavier color. 


(or Argentina, or Peru) — Aprile, 
1961’’. Denominations are 170 Lire 
blue for Argentina, 185 L. green for 
Uruguay and 205 L. gray violet for 
Peru. 

Although there is no identifying 
inscription, the denominations lead 
one to believe that all three values 
are intended for airmail use. Print- 
ing is by photogravure in sheets of 
40 subjects, perforated 14, on star- 
watermarked paper. 

This is the third ‘Visita’ issue 
for Italy. The first such stamp was | 
released February 24, 1956 on the| 
occasion of President Gronchi’s trip
